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Commissioners Hear 


Complaints 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met aba in what 
turned out to be a rather spicy 
meeting, 

Early reports indicated 
that due to the items coming 
up, no arguments were expect- 
ed; however, road maintenance 
proved to be the subject that 
changed this somewhat. 

Shortly after returning 
from lunch, the commission- 
ers met with the County En- 
gineer Bernard Richburg. Elba 
citizen Robert Folsom appear- 
ed before the group and wanted 
to know why the county couldn't 
haul four loads of dirt ontothe 
Buck’s Branch Road. He said 
he had offered to spread the 
dirt if they were too busy, but 
for several months now he had 
gotten no results. “The in- 
Spection department rides in 
air conditioned trucks with 
their noses shining in the sun 
and they can’t be stopped,” 
said Folsom. Healsosaiddirt 

being hauled onto private 
"+ .seways while public roads 
near his farm were washing 
away. 

Folsom said he had re- 
ported the problem on several 
occasions to commissioners 
and to the engineer’s office, 
but nothing had been done tu 
correct it. Folsom said the 
Elba Fire Department had used 
the road once recently and had 
to return to Elba in a round- 
about way due to the caving of 
the washout. r 

The engineer promised to 
look into the situation: He said 
he had not been informed of it, 
though Folsom said he hadre- 
ported it and Commissioner 
Flournoy Whitman said he had 
turned in a request for the 
work. at least three times. 

Commissioner Whitman 
also repeated a complaint he 
made at the last meeting. He 
said maintenance of roads in 
his district was poor with some 
roads still blocked from pre- 
vious rains. Richburg showed 
written instructions he had 
issued to additional work 
crews to work on some _ bad 
roads. Whitman looked at this 
report and acknowledged that 
some of the roads were in 
District 3. Commissioner Don 
Smith spoke up and said some 
roads in District 4 (below Ent- 
erprise) were in equally poor 
Shape and the people were de- 
manding relief. 

The commission opened 
bids on liability insurance for 
the county. After conferring 
with the county attorney, the 
commissioners purchased in- 
surance with limits at 10 mil- 
lion dollars from Whittaker- 
Warren Insurance Agency in 
Enterprise. The insurance was 
purchased as the result of 
recent court rulings knocking 
down governmental immunity 
for governmental agencies. 

The commissioners voted 
to purchase paint to paint the

Finally Publisher Cox, try- 
ing not to show his temper 
asked, “Am I going to be forced 
to go down there and dig those 
figures out for myself?” 

Judge Sawyer noted that the 
books were open to the public 
at any time. He said, “You 
helped me get up these figures 
and I will give you a copy, but 
it doesn't tell the true pic- 
ture.” 

Commissioner Bennie 
Beckham suggested that all the 
news media be given a copy 
with the understanding that the 
itemized figures not be used. 
All newsmen present re- 
jected the stipulation. “I had 
rather not have the figures 
than to have strings attached 
to them. I will just go to the 
books and get them myself 
with no strings attached,” was 
the unanimous concensus. 
Beckham withdrew his Sug- 
gestion and said “I don't care, 
we have nothing to hide.”

SUPERINTENDENT BILL 
DOUTFUL, FOSHEE SAYS 


IN TUESDAY INTERVIEW 
Senator Crum Foshee told 
THE ELBA CLIPPER in a 
telephone interview Tuesday 
that he could not allow the sup- 
erintendent’s bill to pass inits 
present form. He said that he 
and Representative Jimmy 
Holley had failed in efforts to 
reach a compromise onthe bill 
and therefore, it would appa- 
rently die when the session 
ends in six more working days. 
This newspaper suggested 
that a workable compromise 
might be to amend the bill 
allowing the election of the 
count school superintendent, 
allowing the voters to vote on 
leaving it appointive or going 
back to election. This way 
there would be no question but 
the majority rule - this is the 
democratic way. Foshee said 
he would surely consider this 
as afair compromise. How- 
ever, he said it would be im- 
possible to amend the bill and 
get it out during this session. 
A later call to Representa- 
tive Jimmy Holley indicated 
that it was indeed possible to 
amend the bill and get it out 
this session if he and Foshee 
both tried. Holley said he had 
already prepared an amend- 
ment to allow just what this 
newspaper Suggested to 
Foshee, and that it had been 
given to Senator Foshee. 
Foshee did not indicate to this 
newspaper that he had even 
heard of this amendment. 


Meeting Is 


Short — Sweet 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board held a short meet- 
ing Tuesday night. All mem- 
bers were present and busi- 
ness was routine. 

Monthly bills were up sev- 
eral thousand dollars, but 
members had been told before 
to expect the increase due toa 
need for expensive light poles 
and some extensive upgrading 
of power lines. The monthly 
bills totaled $11,037.43. The 
electric power bill from Ala- 
bama Electric was $64,082.56. 
These bills with labor and 
bond payments caused the 
Board to spend $8,924.75 more 
than was taken in during the 
Same period. - 

Chairman Charles Hayes 
Ill read parts of a letter from 
the Farmers Home Admini- 
stration indicating that the re- 
quested loan for system ex- 
pansion had been held up due 
to a change in the law. 

The Board approved pay- 
ment of $150 to Parrish TV for 
damage repair caused by the 
Board employees. 

One full power application 
was approved by the Board 
Also, transfer of $5,000 to the 
City general fund was ap- 
proved. 

Hayes repo:ted that tho 
Board has completed installa- 
tion of meters on all city used 
facilities and during August 
the City of Elba used $1,232.90 
of electricity. This will be a 
bookkeeping entry to show the 
true picture of the Board ope- 
rations and once a year will be 
written off as a donation tothe 
City.

Telephone Company 
Utility Board Wants Rate Increase 


General Telephone Com- 
pany has filed a request with 
the Alabama Public Service 
Commission for a general rate 
increase in its 38 Alabama ex- 


changes. The Alabama Div- 

ision of General Telephone 
covers 5600 square miles in 
11 counties and serves 116,000 
telephones, the heaviest con- 
centration being in Southeast 
Alabama. The division head - 
quarters is located in Dothan 

In its request, the Com- 
Pany asked that the revised 
rates be effective October 10, 
1975. The request includes 
$2.4 million in rates that are 
presently being billed under 
bond from the company’s pre- 
vious rate case, which dates 
back to 1973. This case is 
under appeal to the Alabama 
Supreme Court. 

Under the proposed rate 
increase, General Telephone’s 
business customers would pay 
$1.65 more per month and 
residential customers would 
See their rates go up 70 to80¢ 
Over the present monthly 
charge. 

In addition to the increase 
in basic monthly charges, the 
request includes increased in- 
Stallation charges, a 20¢ pay- 
Station rate and Directory As- 
Sistance charges. The overall 
increase throughout General’s 
Alabama operation would am- 
ount to approximately $1.4 
million per year over rates 
presently being paid. Nearly 
one-half of the increased rev- 
enues would be paid in federal, 
State and local taxes 

Vice President and General 
Manager, W. L. Entz, said the 
company is faced with an un- 
precedented increase in the 
cost of doing business, whether 
it be the cost of labor, mater- 
ial, supplies or the cost of 
debt -- the cost of new capi- 
tal t finance new construc- 
tion 

General Telephone over the 


past few years has invested 
in excess of $37 million to 
meet the growth requirements 
of its area.and to compléte its 
program ef eliminating multi- 
party lines inits Alabama ope- 
rations. 

In order to continue the 
Company's program to expand 
and improve telephone ser- 
vice in all areas, huge expen- 
ditures for new telephone plant 
are required. In 1975 alone, 
General Telephone is spending 
about $9 million for new equip- 
ment and facilities.

In a recent press conference 
you Said you wanted to urge 
the Ford Administration to be- 
gin a staged removal ofthe em- 
bargo on Cuba Starting with 
the elimination of all restrict- 
ions on trade in food and medi- 
cines. Could you tell us why 
you chose food and medicine as 
a Starting point for trade with 
Cuba? 

SPARKMAN: I chose food and 
medicine as a starting point 
because Prime Minister 
Castro indicated earlier this 
year that removal of the em- 
bargo in these areas could lead 
to formal negotiations on the 
normalization of relations be- 
tween our two countries. We 
must get on with the negotiat- 
ing process. There are many 
important issues outstanding 
between our two countries 
such as the expropriation of 
American property, United St- 
ates citizens in jail in Cuba, 
and the reunification offam- 
ilies. The quickest way to. 
settle these issues is through 
direct negotiations. a 
partial lifting of the embargo 
is all that is needed to open 
the negotiating door, then I am 
all in favor of taking that step. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Do you envision any substan- 
tial trade with Cuba in the 
years ahead and if so, do you 
consider this to be consistent 
with our own national interests 
and objectives? 

SPARKMAN: The answer to 
your question depends on how 
we define such terms as “sub- 
Stantial” and “national int- 
erests.” Trade with Cuba will 
never be as substantial as the 
trade we conduct with Japan, 
Canada or some of the West- 
ern European countries. But 
dollar and cents opportunities 
exist in Cuba and American 
farmers and businessmen -- 
farmers and businessmen right 
here in my own State of Ala- 
bama -- should be permitted 
to capitalize on those opportu- 
fities. I think it is in our 
national interest to let them 
do so. If we can influence the 
Cuban Government through tr- 
ade, and I think we cantosome 
extent, then it will have a sub- 
Stantial impact and it will serve 
to advance our national ob- 
jectives

You're asleep and hear 
a noise in the living room 
in the middle of the night 
Suddenly you're wide awake 
and scared when you realize 
that someone is in your house 
“It’s a burglar,'’ you think 
Out of fear you grab your 
gun, flip on the lights and 
discover that someone is 
making off with your televyi- 
Sion set. The criminal starts 
to go out the window, you 
enter the room, he turns, you 
shoot and kill him. The next 
day you're proclaimed as a 
hero in your community, but 
you suddenly find you've been 
charged with murder because 
you didn’t call the police or go 
out the back door when you 
discovered the burglar, or 
question the intruder about his 
presence in your home. 

If this senario sounds a 
little strange, it shouldn't. 
For if the protection of per- 
son section of the ‘'Criminal 
Justice Reform Act of 1975" 
becomes law, this will be 
the case as often as not. 
This legislation, an attempt 
to put ‘‘case law’’ and ‘‘sta- 
tutory law’’ together, is cur- 
rently pending in the Criminal 
Law and Procedures Sub- 
committee of the Senate Jud- 
iclary Committee and action 
should come in the full com- 
mittee in about a month. 

As a former judge and 
lawyer, I think this federal 
legislation is totally unnec- 
essary. There are plenty 
of state laws already on the 
books that more than adeq- 
uately cover this situation.

REGIONAL PRIMARIES 


In my last colunm, I 
discussed the highlights of the 
recent National Lieutenant 
Governors’ Conference. A 
great number of state and 
national issues were brought 
to our attention and were 
discussed and debated at 
length. Many of the topics 
considered in these sessions 
were reflected in a series of 
policy resolutions adopted by 
Conference vote. Near the 
Conference's close, I was 
asked which of these 
resolutions I felt to be most 
important. Of the several 
Positive positions assumed by 
the nation’s Lieutenant 
Governors and which in- 
cluded such significant mat- 


ters as the energy crisis, 
national food policy, and 
State government 


reorganization, I stated that I 
considered the resolution 
Supporting the im- 
plementation of regional 
Primaries for selecting 
Presidential candidates to be 
the most significant Con- 
ference position. The 
regional primary concept 
does, I believe, offer a num- 
ber of advantages over 
traditional practices: I am 
convinced as well that the 
rapidly approaching 1976 
election offers the best op- 
portunity to move in such a 
direction 

In the past, the American 


We've gone almost 200 years, 
without this federal law, why 
in the world do we need it 
now? 

Furthermore, codifying 
this law appears to be a left- 
wing attempt to make it 
more difficult for a man to 
protect his life and property 
and if a person is forced to 
kill in protecting his life and/ 
or property, the burden of 
proving such action was nec- 
essary will fall heavily on the 
person whose home was being 
burglarized. 

Lenient, liberal judges all 
across the country have al- 
ready made it far too easy 
for criminals to prey on their 
innocent vi ‘ms without fear 
of reprisal. Night time bur-

It has always been assumed 
under common law that ‘‘a 
man's home is_ his castle’’ 
and that he may take such 
force as is necessary, but no 
more than is necessary, to 
protect his life and property. 
That common law will read 
“a man’s home is a cri- 
minal’s playground” if legis- 
lation passes. 

A lot of irate citizens 
throughout Alabama have que- 
stioned the sanity »of a 
Congress which would even 
consider passing such legis- 
lation. I share their concern 
and will certainly convey my 
feelings on this matter to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


system of primary election 
has been characterized by a 
great variety in procedure 
and schedule. This lack of 
uniformity and frequent un- 
Predictability in the use of 
primaries has resulted in 
much of the old-style “back 
room” politics of candidate 
selection which distorts poll 
results and severely 
diminishes any real voice of 
the people. The regional 
primary approach offers both 
the pragmatic grouping of 
States by region for result- 
analysis and the concurrent 
scheduling of primary elec- 
tions within the particular 
region. The new system 
would afford the citizen- 
voter an opportunity to more 
thoroughly assess the abilities 
of a given candidate within a 
more broad and open field of 
performance. The old 
fragmentation of primary 
practice and the resultant 
weaknesses in reliability 
would be substantially 
¢liminated. The voters in the 
regional primary system 
would be given a direct voice 
in the selection of candidates 
for the nation’s top elected 
office - both Democratic and 
Republican. This would be a 
great improvement over the 
present system. 

I fully intend to join others 
in positions of leadership in 
both state and nation in ef- 
forts to advance the idea of 
regional primaries toward ac- 
ceplance and rapid im- 
plementation. The en- 
dorsement of this concept by 
the National Lieutenant 
Governors’ Conference is an 
important, positive step 
toward a more valid and 
reasonable process of selec- 
ting your leaders.

AZALEA WORMS 


The azajea datana is eat- 
ing up quite a few azaleas 
in Coffee County. We have had 
several calls in the past ten 
days for information on this 
worm. The datana will comp- 
letely strip the leaves of an 
azalea plant in a couple of 
days. They almost always do 
their damage in early fall. 
Most of the time they go un- 
noticed until they have done 
considerable damage. 

I suggest that you check 
your azaleas carefully, and if 
you have tiny brightly colored 
worms go ahead and dust with 
10 % Sevin. Occasionally, you 
will find them in one area 
of the yard and a week or so 
later find them in an entirely 
new area. Keep a close check 
on them 


LAWN DISEASES 


I attended the Turfgrass 
shortcourse in Auburn this 
week and learned quite a bit 
about lawn problems. I am 
not classifying myself as an 
expert, but I did pick up some 
good information which I will 
be mentioning from time to 
time in my colpmn 

Dr. T.E. Freeman from 
the University of Florida po- 
inted out that if you can iden- 
tify the lawn grass disease 
problem, you have the prob- 
lem about half whipped. 

We have had a lot of 
brown patch in Centipede, 
Zoysia and Bermuda grass 
lawns this fall. Brown patch 
Starts in one spot and then 
continues outward in all dir- 
ections making a circular type 
area. In dollar spot you 
generally see numerous dead 
spots in thegrass about two 


inches in diameter. Both 
brown patch and dollar spot 
can be controlled by using 
a fungicide such as Foure or 
Daconil 2787. 


WEED CONTROL. 


Balan granules applied to 
lawns the first week in Oct. 
and again the first week in 
February will give excellent 
control of a lot of crabgrass 
seed and weed seed in lawns. 
This material is safe and 
easy to apply. It will keep 
Bahiagrass seed from germ- 
inating as wellas any other 
weed and grass seeds. 


Our Tocal supply stores 
in Coffee County can get this 
material, and I would cert- 
ainly recommend that it be 
used. Check with your sup- 
plier so that he will havetime 
to order if he does not have 
it on hand. 


FINANCIAL. 
OBLIGATIONS 


Indications are that quite 
a few farmers in Coffee County 
will be making a record yield 
of peanuts. This plus the 
increase in price should help 
a lot of people get on their 
feet financially. Of course, 
costs have gone up consider- 
ably, and income from pea- 
nuts is not all profit by any 
means. 

Just recently as I talked 
to one of our bankers, he 
pointed out that farmers in 
good years need to take care 
of their financial obligations. 
This financial leader said that 
there are years when farmers 
will not be able to meet their 
obligations because of poor 
crops.
